The police who. guard,the 27 


polling places are obliged to report to 
the city clerk several hours before the 
opening o£ the polls and take with 
them in job wagons the ballot boxes, 
ballots, check lists, etc., which for a 
few days previous have been sacredly 
guarded night and day by police offi- 
cers. The last precinct, 1 of ward 2, 
which Is nearby, went out at 10.30 o'- 
clock. • 


The polls opened promptly at 11 o-' 


clock and outside of ward 4 there was 
practically nothing doing for the first 
hour. In ward four there were signs of 
life but nothing, startling.

all precincts the indications at 


noon were that the caucuse of both 
parties would be comparatively light. 


The rain which started to come down 


just as the -nijljs. were dismissing fpr 
dinner undoubtedly kept-many working 
people away from the polls during the 
noon hour and was responsible for a 
great activity on the part of the candi • 
dates who .have contests.on their hands 
to get carriages Out earlier than usual.

fit of revolver, cartridges and alt the necessary ammunition to carry out 
Ms fell design. 


This is not the first instance of the kind we have had, and it is to be 


lioped the next legislature will enact a law that, will place some proper 
restriction upon the sale of firearms and dangerous weapons of all kinds. 


The men who carry revolvers and largo dirks are dangerous char- 


acters, and when detected in (be offence should 
be 
severely 
punished. 


There, should be some very binding restrictions upon the sale of firearms, 
and the fine for carrying dangerous weapons should be increased, so that 
these people who have murder in their hearts may find it more difficult to 
arm themselves than it has been in (he past. It would be well if those who 
want to purchase revolvers had to get a permit from the police. ]Uon bent 
on murder would he.sitate to apply to the police for permission to purchase 
u revolver.

In 1890 the Brotherhood 'of Base- 
ball Players, headed by John M. Ward,

Ten years later the American league 
was founded by Ban/ Johnson, and 
after a bitter struggle It succeeded In 
compelling the'old National league to 
sue for peace. 
- It was after the National league, the 
American -association and the North- 
western league had signed what was 
known as the tripartite agreement in 
the fall of 1883 that outside promoters, 
realizing that there was money In pro- 
fessional baseball, decided to cut In. 
Headed by .Henry V. Lucas, a young 
St. Louis . millionaire, these persons 
met at Pittsburg in September of that 
year and organized the Union asso- 
ciation, placing clubs In Boston, Phila-

have' been making a howl this year 
against the "bean ball" used by pitch- 
ers to frighten batters. Batters say the 
pitchers are deliberately. trying to hi 
them. It certainly, does look like It 
judging from the number of batters 
who have been hit this year. 


Several players have been killed and 


a number badly hurt by beins struck 
with-supposedly wild heaves. 
There 


are many cases on record in baseball 
where star players were compelled to 
retire from the game for good- on ac- 
count-of being dangerously injured.by 
pitched balls. 


Addle Joss, the famous Cleveland 


pitcher, admits that he uses a "bean 
ball" on.dangerous batters In order to 
scare them, and he charges other twirl- 
ers with doing the same trick. 


Next time you- attend a league game 


watch a pitcher when he is in a tight 
hole and a good hitter up. It's a good 
bet the twirler will peg one at the bat- 
ter's head In an attempt to intimidate 
lim. 
Often batters charge pitchers 


with intentionally hitting- them. 
It's 


about time for the national commission 
to get busy and do something to check 
pitchers who deliberately hit batters. 


If a fine or suspension was Imposed 


on a pitcher every time he struck a 
batter there probably would bo a de- 
cided decrease in the "hit by pitched 
' ball" department of & tabulated score.

inated. In midseason it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that the rival leagues 
would lose all kinds'. of money.

Boston Players' league club won the 
pennant easily. 


Players' League Goes Down. 


In September tho Players' league as 


a unit bought the Cincinnati National 
league club for $40,000, but the Redland 
fens turned their backs. The Players 
league backers now had cold feet am 
were ready to capitulate, although as a 
matter of fact they did not know thai 
they .had. the old league-beaten- to t 
frazzle. A. G. Spalding and C. H. Byrne 
were the big men In the Natlona 
league in those days, and as soon as 
they got the Players' league backers 
into a conference the,fight was at an 
end. 
The Natlonal.league knew how.to 


play baseball politics with the usua 
shrewdness, and In the following -win- 
ter the Players' league was sold out 
The players ran to cover as fast as 
they could, and'when-the season o: 
1891 opened the -rival clubs in. New 
York, Brooklyn, Pittsburg and Chicago 
had been consolidated; Cleveland aric 
Buffalo had been purchased, while the 
Boston arid Philadelphia Players' league 
clubs were, turned over to tho 'American 
association.- This arrangement laatec 
one year, when the National league or- 
ganized a twelve club circuit and ab- 
sorbed the American association. 


Andrew Freedman became dictator of 


the National league's policy In the 
course of time and proceeded.to order 
a reduction of the big circuit to eight 
elubs. 
Accorlingly 
Baltimore and 


Washington were lopped off in the east 
and Cleveland and Louisville were drop- 
ped In the west. This fatal movo was 
made in 1800 and-afforded- the-Amerlcan 
league, headed by Johnson and Comls- 
key, a chance to grow. Johnson . an<3 
Comiakey had changed the name of the 
Western league »nd forced tho Na- 
tional league to grant them a Chicago 
franchise. 
As a result the American 


league circuit that year was made up 
of Chicago, Milwaukee, Indianapolis 
Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, Kansas City 
and Minneapolis. The league was so 
successful that Johnson and Comiskey 
backed by C. W, Somers of Cleveland 
proceeded to ask the National leag-ui 
for the Washington and Baltimore ter- 
ritory. The request was coldly turned 
down, and tho American league prompt- 
ly withdrew from the National asso- 
ciation. 


War was declared, and a new Ameri- 


can league circuit was arranged with 
clubs In Chicago, Boston, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Washington, Cleve- 
land and Milwaukee. 
The National 


league clubs were raided for players, 
and a barrel of money was lost by the 
older organization. In 1902, with the 
war still raging fiercely, McGraw sold 
tho Baltimore club to the National 


and signed with the Giants, also 


bringing Brcsnahan, McGlnnlty, Gilbert 
and McGann to the Polo grounds. This 
was a body blow for the American 
league, but another club was placed in 
Baltimore, and the schedule was com- 
pleted with much success. 


Invasion of New York. 


Bent upon making a clean sweep, the 


American league men decided to invade 
New York. Thoy found a backer In 
Frank J. Farrell, who spent $110,000 for 
new. grounds before he could play a 
game of ball. Beaten all along the line 
hen. the National league before the 
season of 1903 began was ready to sue 
'or peace. Garry Herrmann had pur- 
chased the Cincinnati National league 
olub and was a big factor in bringing 
about a. settlement. The peace pact 
vas signed, and the two leagues then 
icttled down In perfect harmony. Since 
hat incident professional baseball has 
enjoyed wonderful popularity. Practl- 
lally all of the major league clubs have 
:olncd money. The world's series each 


fall hag stirred up interest never befori 
known. " . .

two years that another baseball war im 
inevitable.

Merchants and Manufacturers' stake 
the same year. His treatment of kind- 
ness continues after the trained animal 
Is sent out to race. He never deviates' 
from the course of kindness with which 
he starts when a horse is placed In his 
charge. 


In regard to the kind treatment of 


horses and the results achieved there- 
from Geers Is not. unlike the former 
great Jockey, Tod Sloane. Those who 
=were associatea with'Sloane during the 
time • he was considered the, premier 
rider ,6f the country contend that he 
never was known to abuse a horse, nor 
did he ever have any patience with any 
Person who did, 
. - 


_Sloane had the reputation of getting 
raoro but' of a horse than any other 
knight of the pigskin. He did not bring 
about these results by means of tha 
whip or spur. -It was kindness alone 
that won the day for Sloane.with frac-' 
tlons horses. 
He further contended 


that it he had had. the early .training 
of these animals they never would hav* 
developed their savage dispositions. 


Sloane nursed his mounts along in 


their races through a line of.klndly con- 
versation, .-which he was ever Indulging 
In. Geers is Just such another horse- 
man. Ho talks to his horses as ho 
drives along and never resorts* to the 
whip until It is absolutely necessary to 
do so, and then in no brutal fashion. 


The horses under the pilotage of 


Geers and Sloane appear to understand 
the meaning of the whip more than do 
those animals which are indiscrimi- 
nately lashed by brutal .and clumsy 
Jockeys and drivers. 


The Geers and Sloane treatment seems 


bast all around, especially in the light 
of the victories achieved by the pair 
on horses that did not accomplish any- 
thing In a winning way under the guid- 
ance of others.

Two New Cases Were

have been quite severe.

St. John's hospital 
and Dr. James B. O'Connor, one of the 
doctors in attendance, says that a 
majority of the cases are severe. "We 
have not had what you-would call a 
rnild case as yet," said Dr. O'Connor.

water when consumer," refuse or neg- 
lect to pay their water bills. 
The matter was reported 
to 
the 


board of health and at a special meet- 
ing held this forenoon the board of 
lieulth voted to send 
the '• following 


communication to the water board: 
Gentlemen: 
-The board of health .views wlih. con- 


siderable concern the a<ition.'of the 
water board which precipitated 
the 


shutting off of the city water from a 
tenement property on Front .street, 
and forced the occupants to use pol- 
luted river water even for one day. 


Particularly at this time, when, .the 
board is struggling to stamp out an 
already 
existing.; typhoid epidemic, 


nothing could have happened which 
would have sc forcibly presented the 
inadvisability of such a.i action. While 
we quite understand that the water 
board was simply following its usual 
custom, and enforcing an existing or- 
dinance, In shutting. off the 
water 


supply from these tenements, we still 
feel that' the custom 
IB a bad one, 
and should be immediately 
changed. 


The Mevrlmack river IB an open sewer 
(or Manchester, Nashua, Lowell and 
the towns, and the water IB unsafe for 
drinking purposes. 
We therefore request that Immediate 


attention be given to this matter, and 
that such action be taken by the water 
board as shall change this existing 
ordinance so that this charge can be- 
come a lien upon tho property like 
regular ta.xes, street watering assess- 
ments, etc., and the innocent tenants 
shall not be made to suffer.

fit of revolver, cartridges and nil the necessary ammunition to carry out 
his fell design. 


This is not the first instance of the kind we have had, and it is to be 


Loped the next legislature will enact a law that will place some proper 
restriction upon the sale of firearms and dangerous weapons of all kinds. 


The men who carry revolvers and large dirks are dangerans clmr- 


npiers, and when detected in the offence should 
be severely punished. 


There should be some very binding restrictions upon the sale of firearms, 
arid ihe fine for carrying dangerous weapons should be increased, so that 
these people who have murder in their hearts may find it more difficult to 
nrm themselves than it has been in the past. It would be well if those who 
want to purchase revolvers had to get a permit from the police. Men bent 
on murder would hesitate to apply to the police for permission to purchase 
a revolver.

RESTRICT THE 
SALE 
OF DANGEROUS 
WEAPONS 


.(The tragic shooting afiray that occurred at the post office Friday after- 


noon is another illustration of the necessity of some greater restriction on 
tho sale of firearms. 


As soon as a man gets the idea of committing murder into his head he 


has nothing to do but step into a gun store nnd equip himself with an out- 
fit of revolver, cartridges and all the necessary ammunition to carry out 
.his fell design. 


This is not the first instance of the kind we have had, and it is to he 


hoped the next legislature -will enact a law that will place some proper 
restriction upon the sale of firearms and dangerous weapons of all kinds. 


The men who carry revolvers and large dirks are dangerous char- 


acters, and when detected in the offence should 
be severely 
punished. 


There should be some very binding restrictions upon the sale of firearms, 
and the fine for carrying dangerous weapons should be increased, so that 
these people who have murder in their hearts may find it more difficult to 
arm themselves than it has been in the past. It would be well if those who 
want to purchase revolvers had to get a permit from the police. Men bent 
.on murder would hesitate to apply to the police for permission to purchase 


a. revolver. 


MARKET 
STREET IN 
BAD CONDITION 


Market street would be greatly improved if it were smooth paved. 


At the present time the street is in a very bad condition. 
The block paving 


i& badly worn. In many places it has sunk into dangerous holes while in 
most places it is very uneven.

The brick sidewalks are also badly worn, and need renewal. If (his street 
were laid with asphalt, or smooth paving such as tlmt on Central street, 
it would be a favorite thoroughfare for carriages and automobiles. But in 
its present condition it is avoided even by pedestrians on account of the 
rough and uneven surface.

The new road will cost $3,000,000. The securing of this right 


of way was the work of two years, and the completion of this preliminary 


work means the construction without delay of the most important railroad 


link in Pennsylvania in years. The new lino will connect more particularly 


the collieries of the Lehigh Coal & Navigation Co. nnd the whole anthracite 


region in general with the shortest route to Boston, via the Ponghkcopsjo 


bridge route. The present shortest line is 170 miles long, hut this will bo 40 


miles shorter. By this stroke the Lehigh & New England will become an 


important tonnage factor in the New England coal trade in competition 


with the Lehigh Valley, Jersey, Pennsylvania, Heading on the south and 


the Erie and Lackawanna on (he north. Its management expects an addi- 
tion of 4,000,000 tons of freight from the start.
